As for the Seminar, it consists of twenty experienced 
senior officers who are engased in nine weeks of fulltime 
study of significant topics and issues affecting them as 
Agency officers. By the time you meet them they will have 
completed seven. of those weeks and covered such matters as 
Agency activities, management problems, foreign and domestic 
affairs, and developments in science and technology and in 
the American business community. 


In the week of 6-9 November the Seminar will be focussing 
on the Intelligence Community with particular stress of course 
on CIA's interests therein. The program consists of presentations 
on such selected IC Members as NSA, the FBI on IC Staff Elements, 
on the NSC, and Congress, and it ends on 9 November with a 
ineeting with Admiral Turner.
